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lambo Creek Bicentennial is June 9-11 
at Mishicot Sportsman’s Club grounds

If your name is Vieau or if you 
ire a history buff, the place to be 
yn June 9 - 11, 1995 is at the Jambo 
Creek Bicentennial to be held on 
the Mishicot Sportsman’s Club 
grounds at Jambo Creek, just min- 
utes from Mishicot. 

In 1795, an agent of the North- 
west Fur Company of Canada, 
named Jacques Vieau, came to the 
Jambo Creek area, two miles west 
of present-day Mishicot. He land- 
ed at Two Creeks and then back- 
packed overland to Jambo Creek, 
where he erected a fur trading 
post. 

Jacques Vieau was a full-blood- 
ed Frenchman born in lower Cana- 
da. He was described as 6 foot in 
height, weighing 210-215 pounds, 
clean shaven, light hair which in- 
clined to curl, a full round and 
happy face, naturally temperate as 
to drink, and having a happy, socia- 
ble disposition which made him 
very popular among whites and In- 
dians. 

The trading post was the first 
white settlement of any kind in 
what is now Manitowoc County. It 
operated for about two decades. 

Jacques Vieau traded his goods 
for furs with the Ottawa and 
Potawatomi Indians. Because they 
could not pronounce his name, the 
area was named Jambo Creek. 

A one-room frame schoolhouse 
was built in 1873 near the trading 


post site, replacing an older log 
building. In later years, a Jambo 
Creek Community Club was orga- 
nized and met at the school. 

In 1922, the club marked the lo- 
cation of the home of the first 
white inhabitants of Manitowoc 
County by setting up a six-foot high 
memorial boulder. The rock, of na- 
tive granite, was hauled one mile 
to its present site using a stoneboat 
and a team of four horses. It 


stands 60 rods (996 feet) north of 
the location of the original fur 
trading post, and has a bronze 
plaque placed on it in memory of 
Jacques Vieau. 

The stone and blaine were set 
in the front yard of the Jambo 
Creek School. Though the school is 
now gone, the stone remains in 
place, across the road from the 
Mishicot Sportsman’s Club build-

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ing. It is located two miles west of 
Mishicot—Highway 147 to Jambo 
Creek Road and then one mile 
north. 

Local descendants in this imme- 
diate area are Leo Vieau who is 
the great-great-grandson of 
_ Jacques Vieau. Numerous Vieau 
descendants are making plans to 
attend this 200th anniversary. 

The public is welcome to the 
three-day event which will include 
an encampment and reenactment 
of the French fur trade era. Fr. 
Thomas and the Habitants of New 
France will be present to bring to 
life that period of history. 

Fr. Thomas is a first person his- 
torical persona created by Tom 
Fern over the last 18 years. Tom is 
currently working with the 
LaCrosse-based Midwest Consor- 
tium for Living History and is ac-
